OTTAWA, Sept Sept. 19—(CP) | 
—In a blazing close-range | 
gun battle the Canadian de- 
|stroyer Assiniboine sank a 
German submarine, killed its 
commander and captured the 
crew, Naval Minister Mac- 
donald announced today. 

The battle—described by Rear- 
Admiral L. W. Murray, flag of- 
ficer Newfoundland force, as “one 
of the most spirited actions of 
the war”—took place at an unan- 
nounced time and an unan- 
nounced location. 

Mr. Macdonald said it was “only 
one of the successful actions waged 
by the Royal Canadian Navy 
against U-boats.” Details of other 
actions will not be given until it 
is certain they will not help the 
enemy. 


IN NEWS BEFORE 

Twice in the news before in this 
war, the Assiniboine is a destroyer 
flotilla leader acquired by the Ca- 
nadian Navy shortly before its out- 
break. In March, 1940, she Shared 
honors with a British cruiser in the 
capture of the German merchent 
ship Hannover in the Caribbean 
Sea and she carried Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill to Iceland on his 
visit there on his return from the 
Atlantic confereiice with President 
Roosevelt in the summer of 1941. 

The submarine was sunk by 
ramming, after a spirited surface 
action in which gunfire and depth 
charges played their part. 

One Canadian seaman, Ordinary 
Seaman Kenneth Watson, of Revel- 
stoke, B.C., was killed. 

In making the announcement 
of the Assiniboine success, the 
naval minister gave full details 
with the exception of the date 
and scene of action. 

The submarine, he said, was 
caught on the surface by H.M.C.S. 
Assiniboine in dense fog. Instead 


of endeavoring to dive, she soughti} 


to escape into the fog, and for a 
while was out of sight. The de- 
stroyer's captain, however, was able 
to resume contact which was not 
lost again until the U-boat was sent 
to the bottom. 


BOTH SCORE HITS 

Gunfire was exchanged, both 
vessels scoring hits. A small fire 
was caused in the destroyer, in- 
terfering with the gun control and 
leaving the gun crews to independ- 


ent firing. 

At times the action was waged at 
such close quarters that the faces 
of the combatants could plainly be 
seen by their opponents. 

Toward the close of the en- 
gagement a depth charge fired 
from the destroyer actually 
landed on the submarine’s deck, 
from which it rolled into the sea 
there to explode beneath the 
enemy's hull.

Four-Ton Bombs 


Used by R.A.F. 
To Blast Nazis 


LONDON, Sept. 19—(CP)— 
New 8,000-pound bombs were 
used by the R-A.F. in raids which 
laid waste vast areas of Karls- 
rhue Sept. 2 and Duesseldorf 
eight nights later, the air min- 
istry announced yesterday in the- 
first official disclosure that such 
massive explosives were being 
loosed upon Germany. 

Four-thousand pounders, which 
have been in use for some 
months, now are commonplace 
in the almost nightly assaults on 
Hitler's industrial establisht- 
ments. 

More than a square mile of 
Duesseldorf was wrecked in the 
raid and in Karlsrhue 270 acres 
were laid waste, the ministry re- 
ported after a study of photo- 
graphs made by reconnaissance 
Planes. 

More than 100,000 fire bombs 
were showered on Duesseldorf, 
spreading great fires in the wreck- 
age churned up by the “great 
weight” of 8.000 and 4,000 pound 
high explosive bombs, the air 
ministry news service said.

RAF. Lacks 
| Hexibility For 
Land Battles, 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—(CP)—The 
Evening Standard, in a critical 
estimate of the results of the 
Dieppe raid, said today that the 
R.A.F, still lacks the flexibility 
necessary “to co-operate with 
land forces in a major modern 
battle against strongly-defended 
position.” 


The Standard’s military corres- 
|pondent charged that “compart- 
| mentalized thinking,” of the forces 
engaged in the raid was carried to

It declared that if the British

SAW SHIP SUNK 

“Assiniboine” had been sent off 
from the convoy pick up 
stragglers, Lieutenant-Commander 
Stubbs related. “They were forty 
or fifty miles away and as we got 
to them we saw one go down tor- 
pedoed. We searched the area but 
found no trace of the attacker.” 

Nothing else happened that day, 
but the following morning an ob- 
ject was sighted and it proved to 
be a sub. The conning tower was 
Visible at six miles range, so “As 
siniboine” altered course and 
steamed in pursuit, opening fire im- 
inediately with the ofrward 4.7 


“He dived fairly close” said 
Lieutenant-Commander Stubbs, 
“so we dropped two depth 
charge patterns over the spot. 
Then we searched but saw noth- 
ing.” 

It was five-thirtyish in the even

liam Cavanagh, of Halifax, sighted 

another conning tower at 1,000 
yards range 

“We dashed off again in pursuit 
and as we closed in he dived,” the 

commanding officer continued 
“Then the fog shut down 

“We did a turn to port and came 
out of the fog and there he was at | 
half mile range,” he went on. “We 

went for him at full speed with the 
intention of ramnring, but lost him 
again in a fog bank. I ran Assini- 
boine on to what I thought was the 
spot where I had last seen him, but 
I had evidently turned too soon.. 
“So we altered course a little and 
went ahead. Then we saw him 
again, right on the surface and al- 
most a stone’s throw away. 

“We closed him at 200 yards” 
he related “and the submarine 
started an evading action. We 
kept moving in and just missed

Commander 
Stubbs was manoeuvring for an 
opportunity to ram, an able sea- 
man, Michael Scullion, of Ver- 
dun, Quebec, found his opportun- 
ity. He saw the submarine loom- 
ing up and got her on the sights 
of his 4.7 gun. The shell went 
into the U-boat’s bows. 

She continued, however, to fight, 
until Assiniboine was in position to 
rami.

All the survivors were rescued, 

Lieutenant Commander Stubbs 
paid tribute to his ship's company. 
“They cheered so hard every time 
Assiniboine scored a hit that they 
must have struck fear into the 
hearts of the Nazis,” he said, “The 
coxswain staged a wonderful show. 
The shells were whining all around 
him and the bridge structure was 
ablaze, but he carried out every 
command as if it were a normal 
Sunday morning.” The coxswain is

PERCY PAGE SPEAKS

Election of W. “Paddy” Griffin in the by-election next 
Tuesday was urged by several speakers at a meeting in the 
Canadian Legion Memorial Hall Friday night, attended by 
more than 200 men and women, who expressed spirited en-

Something of the fire that burned 
in old-time political rallies swept 
through the gathering, with many 
members of the audience making 
impromptu speeches on behalf of 
Mr. Griffin. 


WOMAN CHEERED 

One lady, who did not give her 
name, was loudly cheered when she| 
walked from the back of the hall 0} 
the platform to urge the women “to| 
work hard for Paddy Griffin's elec- 
tion.” She declared: “I don’t know|

The meeting had as chairman, 
James Ross, Edmonton barrister, 
who also delivered an address.

Ross was introduced as a man who 
did not serve in the last war, but} 
who had two sons overseas in this 
war, one of whom is now listed as 
missing. The other is in an R.C.A.F. 
bomber squadron. 

Others who addressed the meet- 
ing briefly were: Mrs. A. Sachse, 
representing women’s war auxil- 
iaries; J. Phizackerlie, member of 
the Canadian Corps Association; J. 
C. Macdonald, president of the New) 
Veterans’ branch of the Canadian | 
Legion, and campaign manager for 
“Paddy” Griffin, and Carl E. Berg, | 
past president of Edmonton Trades | 
and Labor council, and secretary of | 
the Alberta Federation of Labor. | 

General theme of all the 
speeches was that the time is long 
overdue for a thoroughly inde- 
pendent soldiers’ representative 
in the provincial legislature. 

Record of Mr. Griffin was praised | 
by each speaker, who stressed the 
fact that no other person in the 
city is better qualified to represent} 
veterans of the last war and the) 
boys returning from the present} 
struggle. 


NEED BETTER DEAL 

Veterans of the present war will} 
have to be given a better deal in| 
the way of rehabilitation than those 
who fought in the last war if our 
country is to be worth living in and 
similar benefits will need to be pro- 
vided for widows, wives and chil- 
dren of the men who fight Canada’s 
battles, it was contended by all the! 
speakers. 

Confidence that Mr. Griffin will 
be elected on Tuesday was ex- 
pressed by all the speakers, pro- 
viding wives and other relatives 
of the men in the armed services 
turn out and vote. 

“1 feel that I am the only in- 
dependent candidate in the elec- 
tion,” Mr. Griffin declared at the 
outset of his speech. 

“I despise the word politician, 
after observing what has been done} 
in the name of politics in the past} 
25 years. The veterans have been 
fooled by the politicians for all of 
those years,” he continued. 

The cream of Canada’s manhood 
is now fighting on all the battle- 
fronts of the empire, but one finds 
that many people have little sym- 
pathy with the returned men, Mr. 
Griffin stated. He called attention 
to the fact that many returned men 
are still trying to pay for land they 
received after the last war and de-| 
clared emphatically that a far bet- 
ter system of land rehabilitation 
weuld have to be in effect this time 
than after the first Great War. 


HELP FOR WIDOWS 
Widows of returned men should 
reecive far more consideration, Mr. 
Griffin declared. Many of these 
were left at 53 in a state of broken 
health after a desperate battle to| 
raise a family, he claimed. Under 
the present system they receive 
little or no consideration, he said. 
There is real hardship in cases 
where a widow has boys of 15 years 
of age, aS itt Many cases these can 
not find work, but are a direct bur- 
den on the mother, he said 
Mr, Griffin said he would like | 
to give credit where it is due and

of you here before, but I do know/ train men into good fighting ma-| 


chines, change their whole conduct 
of life, then bring them back and 
turn them into normal citizens over- 
night. 

It is not enough to say, “Here 
is a job, Stay in it and be a good 
boy.” It cannot be done that way. 
Some men have more nerve and 
coolness than others and will be 
able to readjust themselves with- 
out much difficulty. But there 
will be thousands of others, of 
different temperament, who will 
never be able to lead completely 
normal lives again. 

They will always be restless and 
unsettled. To the man on the street, 
they will appear to be physically 
o.k., and for that matter, many of 
them will be. But there may be a 
nervous condition that may take 
years to overcome and which, in 
some cases, will be a permanent af- 
fliction. We will have to prevail on 
the people of Canada and their gov- 
ernments to have tolerance and pa- 
tience with such men, This is some- 
thing we have had trouble with ever 


|since the last war. Also the plight 
| of the families of such men should 
| be considered. The change in the 


personality of the husband and 
father has a terrible effect on the 
I know, for I have seen it 
over and over again. There must be 
provision made on very broad lines 
to take care of such families. 


CARE FOR WOUNDED 

Then again, we have thousands 
of cases from the last war, where 
men were discharged as fit, but 
broke down a few years later. 
There must be some provision made 
for these cases too. During the pe- 
riod between the end of hostilities 
and discharge, a man may have a 
fairly casy time and get into pretty 
good shape. However, the real test 


of his health and strength lies in his, 


ability to do a full day's work and 
it may be found, some time after 
discharge, that he is not able to 
stand up to it. Or suppose he does 
need hospitalization. He gets it for 
one year. Then if he is not pen- 
sioned, he is discharged as med- 
ically fit. If his sickness comes 
back on him—as in many cases it is 
bound to do—he is not entitled to 


| any more free hospitalization. What 


then? 

ll tell you what then. The re- 
turned man who, for one reason 
or another, cannot get re-estab- 
lished, must sooner or later, un- 
der existing conditions, become a 
charge on the province, the muni- 
cipality or the city. It is up to 
these bodies therefore to see that 
provisions for rehabilitation are 
wide enough and big enough, or 
that the federal government takes 
full responsibility for the welfare 
of men and women returning 
from the war. 

Either way, the provincial house 
is going to have to take a lively in- 
terest in the business of rehabilita- 
tion. And that is one place I could 
serve your interests well if you 
will give me the power to do it. 
My welfare work of the past 15 
years has given me ample and re- 
liable information with which to 
press the needs for adequate re- 
habilitation schemes and I would 
like to place this information in 


| quarters where it might do some

|moted. Everything should be done 


to guard and improve the health 


|of the people. Health is one of the 


biggest assets in any person's life 
and a high standard of 
health is absolutely essential to the 
well-being of the country. There- 
fore, | am going to support—as I 
have always done—health insurance,

medically examired and found 
physically unfit to work and keep 
himself should get the pension 
automatically provided he is forty 
years of age.

|cause of the necessity of the war} 
effort, it is time governments and 


| progressive citizens should be form- 
|ing committees and getting ready 
| to put social changes into effect at 
|the earliest possible moment after 
victory is won. 

First, last and all the time, the 
winning of the war must take pre- 
cedence over everything else. But 
our social aims—our social neces- 
sities—must not be lost sight of 
because when the war is over 
they will be eevn more important 
than they are today, if that is pos- 
sible.

Regularly 
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The By-Election 


The outcome of the by-election in Ed- 
monton will be to maintain the numerical 
strength which the combined Opposition 
groups had in the legislature before the 
death of the late Mr. D. M. Duggan—or to 
increase by one the number of Govern- 
ment supporters. 

With 36 supporters in a house of 57, 
the fate of the Government is not involved, 
nor threatened. It does not need to cap- 
ture the vacant Edmonton opposition 
seat, either to ensure its stability or to 
save its prestige. A majority of 15 is a 
safe and sufficient margin, ensuring the 
carrying through of major policies. 

On the principle that a fairly strong 
opposition makes for careful and capable 
administration, and provides a safeguard 
against the abuse of power, the strength 
of the combined opposing groups has been 
none too great. They could have held 
several more seats without endangering a 
condition of stalemate or hindering the 
passage of Government legislation, 

There are four Opposition candidates 
in the field. They differ in party names 
and in policies. But in the present con- 
fused political condition party names are 
of less than usual significance, and dis- 
tinctive Opposition policies of little ac- 
tual and immediate consequence. 

These four candidates have one com- 
mon ground—they are opposed to the 
Government. That was the contmon 
thought in the minds of the parties who 
nominated them. Should all four be beat- 


en by the scattering of anti-Government ° 


votes, this essential object of all the op- 
posing groups of electors will be frustrat- 
ed, the Opposition in the legislature will be 
weaker by one vote than it has been, and 
the Government stronger by one. 

Since only one candidate can be elect- 
ed, it is obvious that voters who wish to 
maintain the strength of the Opposition 
will be more likely to attain that object if 
they pool their votes in support of the 
candidate most generally acceptable to 
all these groups of electors, 

These considerations strongly recom- 
mend Major Buchanan as the first choice 
of non-Government voters of all groups, 
and as the second choice for those who 
may be pledged to other candidates. 

Not having been in public life before, 
Mr. Buchanan has no hang-over preju- 
dices to maite him unacceptable in any 
quarter. He is a long-time'resident of Ed- 
monton, a man of irreproachable charac- 
ter, a good speaker, popular in his wide 
circle of acquaintanceship, His campaign 
speeches have been clear, convincing and 
free from needless rancour, He is in every 
way well qualified to represent Edmonton 
with satisfaction to the electors and credit 
to himself. 

Major Buchanan has particularly 
strong claims to the support of returned 
men and their dependents, and to men now 
enlisted and the members of their house- 
holds. He is a veteran of the last war, a 
holder of the Military Cross, and a mem- 
ber of the Reserve army. As a veteran 
and as a lawyer he is well equipped to ex- 
press the views, protect the rights, and 
present the claims of the fighting men and 
their families—of the former and the pre- 
sent war alike. 

The election of Major Buchanan would 
preserve the balance of forces in the leg- 
islature, and would give the city a thor- 
oughly capable representative to fill the 
present vacancy. Opposition voters will 
therefore do well to mark their ballots 
giving him first place; and second choice 
in cases where the first choice has been 
promised elsewhere. 


Stalingrad 


It hardly seems possible that the Rus- 
sians can hold Stalingrad. For ten days 
they have been fighting without rest on 
the approaches to the city, often hand-to- 
hand in the suburbs. Though at the end 
of the ninth day the enemy was still from 

‘9 to 12 miles from the heart of the great 
industrial centre, Moscow did not hold out 
hopes that it could be defended indefin- 
itely. 

If it was any part of Russian strategy 
to compel Hitler to concentrate his strik- 
ing power against this far eastern sector, 
this object has been gained. He has mass- 
ed there tanks, armored divisions, dive- 
bombers and guns in numbers as great as 
there was room to employ. No price, ap- 
parently, was considered too heavy, and 
no risk too serious, as the cost of Stalin- 
grad. 

How many thousands of Germans and 
Hungarians and Italians have died in the 
inferno may never be known—<certainly 
will not be known while the censors can 
keep the facts hidden 

That these losses have been enormous, 
and the destruction of equipment in pro- 
portion, is certain, As a demonstration 
of the Fuehrer’s utter disregard for the 
lives of the people over whom he wields 
dictator power, no other area of compar- 
able size can have provided a rival. As a 
lesson to the subject states of what they 
must expect from his overlordship, _ it 
must be particularly severe, for he has 
thrown their troops into the slaughter as 
recklessly as his own. 

If the Russians can hold Stalingrad, 
nothing they have yet achieved will :tand 
in history as a comparable example of un- 
conguerable valor, 


Remote Control 


Governor General Annet of Madagas- 
car is evidently a man of discernment, 
Ordered by M. Laval to fight to a finish, 
he did not overlook the point that as the 
British had the stronger forces it was his 
finish Laval was talking about. Confront- 
ed by this awkward situation, he proposed 
an armistice “to find means by which we 
can cease fighting with honor.” 

This rather open bid for a face-saving 
arrangement was apparently not at all 
to M. Laval’s liking. The Vichy radio 
promptly declared the British terms— 
which perhaps were unknown there— 
were such that Annet could not even con- 
sider them, and the fight must go on. 
But that the Governor will take this as 
final may be doubted. He happens to be 
on the spot while Laval is far from the 
flying bullets—and can blame Annet for 
whatever happens, 

It can be assumed from his approach 
to the subject that the Governor has not 
banged the door against further negotia- 
tions, and whatever Vichy may want or 
think, it is with him the decision really 
rests. It may even be suspected, with 
credit to the common sense of both, that 
he and the British commander are engag- 
ing in a little game of finesse, intended to 
accommodate the Governor's sense of 
honor while bringing the little war to a 
speedy end.

Now the supreme danger that lies 
in the failure to exercise the vote, 
freely and intelligently, arises out 
of the fact that the democratic 
machinery of government is sup- 
posed to rest entirely upon the 
public will. 

Tt is conceivable, then, that a 
democratic government, any demo- 
cratic government, might impose 
restrictive conditions upon a public 
that are much more harsh even than 
a government without alleged pop- 
ular authority would dare to do. 

It is conceivable that a parliament 
elected carelessly or indifferently 
could be much more of a tyrant 
than a governing body which had

Ernest Bevin, Minister of Labor

PROPAGANDA VIEW 

Putting all domestic politics 
aside, since they do not concern 
| this column, but iooking at it only 
from the standpoint of propaganda 
for or against America’s self-inter- 
est in war-time, what effect do you 
| think was made on the hundreds of 
millions of people on our side, on 
the enemy side and in the neutral 
lands, by the statement attributed 
|to Senator Taft by the American 
press that should the president as- 
sume the powers he threatened to 
take to avoid inflation, he, the Sen- 
ator from Ohio, would not hesitate 
to advise any man that his patriotic 
duty was to refuse obedience to 
any order issued under them? 

And yet according to one of the 
| private listening posts in this 
| country which checked thorough- 
ly the Nazi onslaught on the pres- 
ident following his Labor Day 
message, “Berlin's propaganda 
line was based exactly on what 
Taft and La Follette said.” 
Mr. La Follette was quoted as} 
| saying that the president “virtually 
| placed a pistol at congress’s head.” 
{Berlin appropriated this as_ its 
theme song. For example one Nazi 
broadcast began: “Roosevelt, in his 
message to congress yesterday, set 


to ignore unless it is willing to face 
defeat on the propaganda front. If 
you don't think that front is im- 
portant, then of course there is no} 
problem, But we might remember | 
that the German high command, 
which is no aggregation of fools, 
has always considered it one of the 
most inmiportant fronts in the war. 


INCIDENTAL INTELLIGENCE 
FROM PROPAGANDA FRONT 

Angered, and no doubt trou- 
bled, by the reaction of world 
opinion to the factual accounts of 
Japanese mistreatment of Ameri- 
can prisoners, Japan has launch-. 
ed an “atrocity” campaign against | 
the United States. 

Examples from recent Japanese 
broadcasts: (1) Many Japanese 
have been cut to pieces by Ameri- 
can mobs. (2) American breaking 
into the homes of Japanese citizens 
have pointed their pistols at young 
Japanese girls and assaulted them 
before the eyes of their aged and 
helpless parents. (3) Japanese re- 
turning on the exchange ship claim 
they have learned that a Dr. Honda 
“was subject to very cruel treat- 
ment and finally lost his life in 
prison... on the day of his fun- 
eral, Mrs. Honda to her amazement 
noticed evidence of extreme tor- 
ture on her husband's features and 
the sudden shock has driven her to 
insanity.” (4) Thirteen Japanese in 
“southwestern Los Angeles” were 
thrown into a cell scarcely big 
enough for two, forced to live there | 
for “some months” ultimately, some 
“were suffocated to death.” 


QUOTE PROFESSOR 

(5) A former Japanese professor 
at a California university was quot- 
ed as saying: “The United States 
officials brutally subjected the Ja- 
panese to treatment unfit for the 
worst criminals.” 

Tokio in an English broadcast 
to Asia said the American gov- 
ernment had “caused” Ambas- 
sador Grew to broadcast “distort- 
ed news” on Japanese treatment 
of American internees, adding: 
“We cannot but condemn the in- 
humanity of American author- 
ities.”

Farm-grown fish—a new crop that presents no harvest-labor 
problem—are helping American farmers to provide more Food for 
Freedom. 

By flooding waste acres of gullied or exhausted land, farmers 
are able to produce a finny harvest of good, high-protein food while 
the soil is recovering fertility. Even natural lakes or ponds on farms 
are now being stocked with fish in order to realize the maximum in 
food production from every acre, 

In the realization that good food can be grown in the water, as 
well as the soil, farmers are fertilizing their ponds, planting fish, and 
putting their families happily to work harvesting a tasty crop. 

Besides adding to the family’s diet and food supply, the farm pond 
provides fishing relaxation, a handy swimmin’ hole, and boating plea- 
sure, Often, too, it will attract wild fowl and provide food to be 
brought down (in law-abiding quantity) by the shotgun. 

With the aid of Uncle Sam, fish are planted in farm ponds and 
kept well fed by a simple means of fertilizing the water. Little other 
care is needed—and bass, crappie, bream, perch and other “lake” type 
fish grow rapidly and soon offer sport and food. A one-acre farm 
pond provides enough fishing for a good-sized family and some of the 
neighbors, too, 

Farmers who have not taken advantage of their water reservoirs 
of food are being urged to do so by the United States department of 
agriculture, which will provide them with all necessary data to make 
fish-farming a success,

New Business 
In Insurance — 
Is Increasing 


New business written by insur- 
ance companies in Canada this 
year shows a marked increase de- 
spite the fact that all companies 


are working with depleted field 
organization, A. B. Wood, Mont- 
real, President, Sun Life Assur- 
ance Co., of Canada, stated on 
arrival here Friday evening in the 
course of a tour of western Can- 
ada. 

Mr. Wood is accompanied by Mrs. 
Wood, H. U. Banks, his secretary, 
and J. A. McAlister, superintendent 
of agencies for the company in 
Canada. Saturday afternoon Mr. 
Wood will address a meeting that 
will be attended by agents of the 
Edmonton branch, and Mr. Me- 
Alister will speak on special insur- 
ance sales problems. 

He said Canadian insurance com- 
panies were 100 per cent behind the 
government's war effort and all 
new money flowing to the insurance 
field was being invested in Victory 
loans. He added that the companies, 
as a whole, were putting more 
money into these loans than the 
net amount received from policy 
holders This was possible he added, 
because the companies were re-in- 
vesting funds from matuuring 
bonds, and also the revenue from 
investments. 


THE FIGURES 

In 1941, added Mr. Wood, insur- 
ance business totalled $218,000,000, 
while claims on policies amounted 
to $152,000,000, leaving a net balance | 
of $66,000,000. but the companies | 
subscribed $142,000,000 to the Vic- 
tory loan. 

He said that in the four war loans 
issued by the government life in- 
surance companies had _ invested | 
more than $300,000,000, of which the 
Sun Life Co. had taken $45,500,000. 

He commended the Dominion} 
government's policy of price and 
wage ceilings to curb inflation, but | 
was of the opinion there should be 
further price fixing.

It has 
always been my understanding, and 
this supposition should be cheeketi 
with the baby’s doctor, that boils 
ion infants arose from unbalanced 
diets. Too much fat, perha 
a child with some fat indigestion, 
or too much stareh in the diet, 
Given such a lack of balance it 
might happen that on areas of ir- 
ritation, such as on buttocks or 
head or eyes, a boil might result. 


It has been my experience, too, 
that alteration of the diet of a 
child has a beneficial effect. < 

Mrs. B. says her baby girl of 11 
months has had a series of boils, 
two on the buttocks, one on her 
eyelid and one on the back of her 
head. They are about 3 to 4 days 
coming and after bréaking give off 
pus and blood, 

“Here is her diet: 

“6 a.m.—bottle of grade A milk, 

“9 a.m.—three ounces of orange 
juice. 

“10 a.m.—bottle and cooked cer- 
eal with mashed bananas and milk, 
“2 p.m.—egg yolk every other 
|day, or beef broth or vegetable 
soup with milk and custard er pud- 
| ding. 
| “4 p.m.—water or prune juice. 
| “6 p.m.—precooked breakfast 
{food with fruit and milk. 

“Is there any cause for these 
boils in the diet? Otherwise she 
is a healthy baby. I have been told 
}to give her alcohol rubs. Is that 
| advisable?” 

The diet is a good one. But, if 
it has resulted in boils it would be 
well to adjust it some for your 
| baby. 
| Use a partially skimmed milk 
for a time, as your milk may be 
extra rich. Boil the milk, cool and 
keep on ice. Offer either bananas 
or cereal at 10 a.m. but not both. 
If you give egg don't give custard 
the same day. Give custard or gel- 
atine in preference to cereal pud~- 
dings which might make the 
| weight of starches too great for 
one day. 

At any sign of a swelling -use 
sterile gauze dipped in boric acid 
solution as a dressing until the 
boil comes to a head. This dress- 
ing will keep the atéa around the 
budding boil from becoming in- 
fected by its secretions when it 
does break. Ask the doctor about 
the alcohol rubs. They might be too 
drying for baby’s skin.

bloodshed and revolution. I did say, 
however, that in taking over prop- 
erty only two methods were open 
to any government that wanted to 
trv it. 

“One method is _ confiscation, 
which would lead to revolution and 
bloodshed. Anglo-Saxons living in | 
a democracy refuse to give uv what | 
they believe to be their rights. I 


don't think the C.C.F. would at- | 
tempt such a course. | 
“The only other method left | 


would be to purchase the property. 
In order to do this the government | 
would have to borrow from the 
bank, the only place a government 
can go to borrow money. This 
would give the bank control over 
the business—the very thing we are 
trying to get away from 

“The Social Credit movement 
is a young movement. It is only 
seven years old, But the move- 
ment to obtain social and eco- 
nomic reform is an old one. This 
government is giving direction to 
this movement, for it realizes the 
profit system is the cause of our 
ailment. 

“I believe the C.C.F. can play its 
part in the rest of Canada where 
there is no other progressive move- | 
ment; but it is not needed in Al- | 
berta where the Social Credit 
party stands for progressive re- 
forms.

| OLD AGE PENSION 

“The old age pension is a federal 

matter, but the province fought for 
a reduction in the pension age and 
an increase in the rate. Seeing that 
the dominion government was not 
going to make a move in this di- 
rection, the province gave each pen- 
sioner a $5 bonus per month. 

“The Social Credit government 
fought for an equitable settlement 
of debts. but it debt legislation met 
reverses in the court at the hands 
| of the federal government. | 

“All these points in the C.C.F. 
program are already a part of the | 
Social Credit program. 

“Public ownership, as proposed 
by the C.C.F., doesn’t help un- 
less you get contro! of the mone- 
tary system. The Bank of Canada, 
for instance, is publicly-owned. 
But what difference can you see 


in the banking system? There is 
no difference. The same finan- | 
cial interests are in control. 

“From 1920 to 1928 the bankers | 
were anxious to loan money, Farm- 
ers and others took the loans, and 
put up bonds and insurance poli- 
cies with cash surrender value as 
collateral. Credit was made free 
and easy. Then in 1929 banks called 
in the loans, Consequently there 


was less money in circulation and 
the people suffered. Life insur- 
ance policies and government 


bonds put up as collateral were 
lost by the borrowers. 

“Rothschild once said: ‘Let me 
govern the purse-strings of a na-| 
tion ana I care not who makes its 
laws. He was right. If you con- 
trol the wealth of a nation it 
doesn’t matter what government is | 
in power. 


BLAST HIS WAY 

“In 1930 a man was elected to 
head the Canadian government who 
said he would ‘blast his way into 
the markets of the world.’ You all 
know who that man was, 

“During that regime the govern- 
ment tried to create a favorable 
balance of trade by selling to other 
countries more than it bought from 
them. But these other countries 
were also trying the same thing and 
so the plan failed. 

“Then Hitler came along. We 
sold him all we could and we're 
now reaping the benefit of that 
policy. 

“If we leave the monetary sys- 
tem as it is and attempt socializa- 
tion of industry, we still haven't 
solved our problem. We must 
change our monetary system first. 

“There is no reson for a de-| 
pression. It is caused by the mone- 

tary system.”

Impetigo is one of the cominoii 


skin disorders of children, which 
may, however, affect adults. It is 
highly contagious and may be eas- 
| ily passed from one child to the 
Inext. Once it gets a start in a 
school, it may quickly spread and 


for this reason, an outbreak of one 
case is usually followed by many 


| others It may also be transmitted 
from one member of the family 
ito others in the same group. When 
a child develops the disease, the 
possibility of transmitting the skin 
inflammation to other children 
must be born in mind and the 
child should therefore be kept 


away from his playmates. It should 
also be remembered that impetigo 
is easily carried from one part of 
the body to another part and that 
in the affected individual there 
therefore a danger of self-conta- 
gion. Impetigo usually yields to 
simple local treatment; however, if 
treatment is not given, the disease 
may, by spreading to different 
areas, persist for months at a time. 

The disease is most likely toe at- 
tack the skin of the face and 
hands and first appears as small 
blisters on the skin surface, which 


| blisters are well separated. The 
healthy skin around the _ blisters 
|shows little sign of inflamation 
The blisters aré small in size vary- 


ing between the size of a pea to 


that of a fingernail, are not deep,

MONOPOLIES ALWAYS BAD 


It is absurd, of course, to make 
compa n between classes” of 
men. A professional soldier is not 
necessarily stupid, nor does a suc- 
cessful career in civilian life neces- 


sarily fit a man for military leader-| 


ship. But caste monopolies are al- 
ways bad. Career soldiers who 
have won their promotions in draw- 
ing rooms and distinguished them- 
selves at polo in the piping times 
of peace must yield place to keen 
and able civilian soldiers in the 
grim emergency of war. 

Given equal ability, the profes- 
sional soldier is a better man in 
command than a civilian soldier. 
But the “terror of the messes” in 


|peacetime frequently turns out to 


be a gallant but stupid old buf- 
fer when confronted with an un- 
familiar situation devised by an in- 
genious enemy. His training, then, 
defeats its purpose. It has taught 
him what should be done under cer- 
tain circumstances and so disciplin- 
ed his mind that whatever native 
wit he had has been stifled. Only 
in action are abilities and reputa- 
tions exposed, and common obser- 
vation should disclose the unsuit- 
ability of many men for positions 
of military command 
cheaper to remove them before 
battles are fought than afterward. 
STALINGRAD HOLDS 

The Germans ar crowding in on 
Stalingrad, but as yet there is no 


sign that the fall of the city is im-| 


minent. Nor would it seem that 
the battered shell to which Stalin- 


grad will be reduced before its de-| 


fenders give in will be appraised 
as worth the cost of winning it. 
The fall of Stalingrad will symbo- 
lize Russia’s loss rather than Ger- 
many’s gain 

From a military point of view, the 
Germans will have won neither se- 
curity nor respite. They will have 
extruded a salient which is still vul- 
nerable to attack from the north 
and south, and while they will have 
cut a segment of the Russian army 
from its parent force, they will not 
have deprived it of its sources of 
reinforcement and supply. 

Before the Russians withdraw 
from Stalingrad, if ever they do, 
they will carry out a thorough job 
of demolition which should make it 
certain that there are no billets for 
Germans supplied with light and 
water or sewage-disposal facilities. 


Obtaining comfortable winter quar- | 


ters for German troops is not the 
prime task of establishing a winter 
line. Troops do not fight from com- 
fortable quarters. Th purpose of a 
winter line is to establish a chain of 
easily defended positions which

LONDON, Sept. 19.—(AP)—The 
execution of 155 more persons by 
the Nazis, including 116 in Paris 
for attacks on German troops, was 
disclosed yesterday. 

Those put to death in Paris were | 
described as “Communist terror- 
ists,” a customary designation for 
persons who violate Nazi rules. 

They were charged with attacks 
on German occupation “troops and 
with being “in the pay of Britain.” 
Gen, Otto von Steulpnagel, Nazi 
commander of the city, said the 
executions were “reprisals.” 


HOSTAGES SHOT 

Twenty were hostages shot to 
death in the Croat village of Dugo- 
selo in reprisal for the ambush 
two German soldiers, 
Yugoslav sources said.

At last night’s session the con- 
vention passed a resolution record- 
ing that the convention “strongly 
disapproves of the actions of the 
minister of labor (Hon. Humphrey 
Mitchell) when dealing with the 
hours of work problem in the ship- 
yard industry at the west coast.”

The meeting was held in sup- + 


port of Elmer E. Roper, C.C.F. 
candidate at next Tuesday's by- 
election. Approximately 400 at- 
tended. 

Mr. Roper spoke first. He was 
followed by Angus MacInnis, C.C.F 
member of parliament representing 
Vancouver East, and Harold Winch 
Jr., leader of the opposition in the 
B.C. legisiature representing the 
same constituency in the provincial 
house as Mr. MacInnis represents 
in the Dominion house. 


OUTLINES PLATFORM 

Mr. Roper outlined briefly the 
C.C.F. platform contending that he 
is merely bringing before the pub- 
lice features of a program for 
which he has struggled for many 
years in his many capacities in the 
labor movement in the province. 

He stressed the need for urging 
upon the provincial government 
the need of the development of 
Alberta’s natural resources as a 
vital step towards maximum war 
effort. 

Both Mr. Winch and Mr. Mac- 
Innis brought out alleged weak- 
nesses in the present prosecution 
of Canada’s war effort and criti- 
cized the present monopolistic 
system as the root, behind the 
laxity.

believe. There is no such thing left 
as private enterprise,” he said.

declared, 


Mr. MacInnis then reviewed

“The efficiency and loyalty of the 
enemy to its leaders can only be 
combatted by complete mobiliza- 
tion of our resources,” he declared. 
“It is said that a great deal has 
been done in Canada, but that is 
not enough. 


“The war must be won,” he 
Stated, “because on a_ successful 
military victory depends our right 
to be in a position to solve our 
own problems in our own way. 
Military victory entails total war, 
which requires maximum efficiency 
and preduction, and the develop- 
ment of high morale. We have not 
these requirements today because 
governments and those in control 
of our war policy have negated the 
very principles of democracy for 
which we are fighting by restric- 
tive orders-in-council which are 
inimical to the standards and rights 
of labor.
